Venue could go in Castle Quay shopping centre redevelopment 


SOCIAL CLUB AT 
RISK IN REVAMP 


A TOWN centre social club 
will be flattened under 
plans to extend Banbury's 
Castle Quay shopping cen¬ 
tre, it has been revealed. 

Site owners Scottish 
Widows Investment 

Partnership (SWIP) has sub¬ 
mitted initial plans for the 
major £25m redevelopment. 

These would demolish the 
1970s Spiceball Park Road 
club, though the firm has 
pledged to replace it. The 
club would not comment.

The redevelopment - to 
include up to 640 parking 
spaces - would include a 
supermarket, hotel, cinema, 
restaurants and cafe. 

Partnership spokesman 
Kahrene Lawrie said: "As a 
responsible developer, 
Scottish Widows Investment 
Partnership approached the 
management of General 
Foods Social Club some 
months ago, seeking a meet¬ 


ing to discuss our proposals 
for the north side of the 
Oxford Canal. 

"We are keen to continue 
dialogue with the club to 
ensure its long-term future at 
a suitable location in 
Banbury and are very happy 
to discuss how we could 
support it during any agreed 
relocation. 

"The club is owned and 
run by its members and has 
been an important part of 
the social life of the Banbury

community for many years. As 
such we would like to see it con¬ 
tinue to thrive in the town for 
many more years to come." 

Scottish Widows said the club 
owns the freehold. 

Its plans show the club would 
be demolished along with the 
300-space northern car park for 
the six-screen cinema. 

The food store - built to a 
maximum 4,784.5m 2 - would 
go on stilts on the site of the for¬ 
mer Spiceball Leisure Centre. 


An 88-bedroom hotel would 
be built south of the canal, with 
a new cafe and restaurant to the 
north. Bosses expect to create 
more than 400 jobs. 

No names of brands that 
would go in the extension have 
been announced. 

Mayor of Banbury Nicholas 
Turner said: "The club has got a 
good room upstairs which is reg¬ 
ularly used for functions. 

"It would be sad for Banbury 
to lose a space. There is a short¬ 
age of big spaces in Banbury." 


Banbury Civic Society acting 
chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 
said the club could get a "good 
deal" given the scale of the 
development. 

But he said: "A food store that 
is on the old Spiceball site is 
almost the edge of town because 
it is so separated by Castle Quay 
from the town centre." 

And Banbury Town Council 
leader Kieron Mallon said: 
"Whatever is put in has to knit in 
and be part of the existing old 
town." The scheme must not be 


a "standalone development that 
turns its back on the town", he 
added. 

The plan comes after fears a 
major new retail park by junc¬ 
tion 9 of the M40 - to include 
Next and an M&S - will pull 
trade from the town. 

Scottish Widows and the 
owners of Banbury Cross Retail 
Park have launched a judicial 
review of the plans, to be heard 
in November. Cherwell District 
Council approved the retail park 
last year. 


Investigation as man found dying in stream 


THE post-mortem examination on a 21- 
year-old man found dying in a stream in 
Bloxham was due this week. 

Police were called to the water by Little 
Bridge Road on Saturday at about 8am. 
The man was taken to the Horton Hospital 
but was pronounced dead. 

The man, from Bicester, had last night 
not been named by police. 

Officers were called to the scene on 


Saturday shortly after 8am. South Central 
Ambulance Service spokesman Michelle 
Archer said two ambulances were sent to 
the scene after police called at 8.10am. 

She said: “The patient was in a life- 
threatening condition. He was treated at 
the scene and was taken to the Horton 
hospital.” 

Det Insp Ivan Reaney said the death 
was being treated as unexplained and he 


asked anyone with information to call the 
force on 101. 

He said: “I would ask anyone who lives 
in the area, who may have seen or heard 
anything to come forward and speak to 
our officers as soon as possible.”

NEW emergency units could be 
built in Oxfordshire - including 
Banbury - thanks to an £18m 
cash boost. 

The money is to improve med¬ 
ical treatment of eldery and men¬ 
tally ill people across the county. 

The Department of Health 
announced a £9m funding boost 
last week. 

The £9m was match-funded by 
the National Institute for Health 
Research (NIHR) to kick-start a 
series of projects across the coun¬ 
ty, to be adminstered by the 
Oxford NIHR Collaboration for 
Applied Health Research and 
Care (CLAHRC). 

The funding means a pilot 
scheme which started in 
Abingdon - of hospital 
Emergency Interdisciplinary 
Units (ElUs) - could be spread to 
Oxford, Witney and Banbury. 

The ElUs are based in hospitals 
dealing with serious medical 
emergencies other than heart 
attacks or strokes. 

Oxford University senior 
researcher Dr Dan Lasserson 
leads the project to open ElUs 
across Oxfordshire. 

He said: "In ElUs we can get 
blood test or X-ray results a lot 
quicker than in hospitals and we 
have various medical staff and 
physiotherapists on hand. 

"Abingdon Community 

Hospital's EIU is unique in what 
it offers. We are trying this and if 
it is cost-effective it could be 
rolled out not just across 
Oxfordshire but the country." 

Although ElUs don't turn any¬ 
one away, they are mainly aimed 
at elderly people. 

Dr Lasserson said: "There are 
an increasing number of unwell 
older patients and it is important

to meet their needs. Although we 
will see anyone, it is mainly the 
elderly who we treat. 

"A lot of older patients can get 
quite confused in hospital 
because it is a very unfamiliar 
environment. It is frightening for 
them in hospital." 

Since opening on November 
2, 2010, the Abingdon 

Community Hospital's EIU has 
had 5,568 patient visits. 

One of the new ElUs would be 
based at Witney Community 
Hospital and could open within 
the next six months. The Banbury 
unit would probably be at the 
Horton General Hospital and the 
Oxford unit at the John Radcliffe. 

The £18m will also be used to 
help people suffering from condi¬ 
tions including dementia, bipolar 
disorder and diabetes. 

Another scheme aims to teach 
patients to understand their con¬ 
dition, how to self-medicate and 
monitor their health with tech¬ 
nology such as tablet computers. 

Prof John Geddes, head of the 
department of psychiatry at the 
Warnford Hospital in 
Headington, said: "Oxford brings 
an enormous amount of research 
into the city but we haven't had 
as much research into chronic 
conditions. And that research will 
be translated into the local health 
system. 

"It is going to be a major way 
of making sure the science in 
Oxford gets implemented for the 
benefit of patients. 

"It is another part of the jigsaw 
in bringing together the benefits 
of research for patients and staff 
in the area."

Hotel sale bid 
despite plans 

■ BANBURY: Cherwell District 
Council will still try to force the sale 
of a boarded-up hotel after the 
authority and its owner won 
permission for separate plans for the 
site. 

The council will argue it should be 
granted a compulsory purchase 
order (CPO) to buy the "eyesore" 
Crown House for 40 affordable flats 
when a public inquiry is held on 
September 3 and 4. 

It won planning permission for the 
scheme last Thursday together with 
owner Slighte Ltd, which wants to 
turn it into a 73-bedroom hotel and 
five apartments. 

Both have permission to develop 
the site for three years and the 
council said it expects a decision on 
the CPO by the spring. 

The Planning Inspectorate will 
hold the inquiry at Bodicote House, 
White Post Road, Bodicote. 

Woman died after 
fall, inquest finds 

■ CHIPPING NORTON: A 76-year- 
old woman died after a fall at her 
Marshall Close home, a coroner said 
last Thursday. 

Kathleen Mary Sivell suffered a 
subdural haematoma to her head on 
April 10 and died at Banbury's Horton 
General Hospital on April 17, 
Oxfordshire Coroner Darren Salter 
said.

A GRANT from the Gannett 
Foundation had "really helped" 
an Oxfordshire charity in the past 
year - and they encouraged oth¬ 
ers to apply for funding.

Hanging death: Family 
tell of their concerns 


Four-year low 
for jobless 

THE number of people signing on the 
dole in Oxfordshire has fallen to its 
lowest level in more than four years. 

Latest figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show the 6,075 
people were claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance last month, a fall of 396 on 
the previous month, 

The last time the figure fell so low 
was in December 2008 just as the 


THE family of a man who 
hanged himself said they were 
not given the chance to help 
him after medics did not tell 
them of his condition. 

Patricia Redpath said she only 
knew the severity of Ben Redknap's 
anxiety and depression when she 
found his body. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter 
last week ruled that Mr Redknap 
took his own life at his Banbury 
home on April 9. 

He said the housing officer was 
seen at Banbury's Horton General 
Hospital on April 2 after he took an 
overdose of 60 sleeping pills. 

Doctors recorded "suicidal 
intent", anxiety and panic, body

dysmorphia over concerns about his 
lack of hair. 

Mr Redknap - who had 
previously worked at Cherwell 
leisure centres - was later 
prescribed the anti-depressant 
propranolol. 

Speaking at Oxford Coroners' 
Court, Mr Salter said Mr Redknap 
had called paramedics two days 
later, who arrived to find him 
"weeping" at his Broome Way flat. 

But Mrs Redpath questioned why 
the next of kin he gave - twin 
brother George - was not told by 
the hospital of his condition. 


She said: "I'm concerned that 
they let him go home to a flat where 
he was on his own with no direct 
support." 

Mrs Redpath said the family first 
heard from the Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust the day before his 
death, as it was trying to reach him. 
She had not been able to reach him 
by phone either. 

Mr Salter said a note found in Mr 
Redknap's flat "indicated an 
intention" to take his own life. 

Yet he said doctors would only 
tell family of patients in "imminent" 
danger. 

He said of the "difficult" issue: 
"There is a right to patient 
confidentiality."

£17m boost for region's economy 


EUROPEAN funding of nearly £1 7m is set to 
boost Oxfordshire's economy from next year. 

The money can be used to promote jobs, 
combat poverty and for investment in 
education skills and life-long learning. 

A total of £16.95m has been allocated to 
Oxfordshire Local Enterprise Partnership, 
created to work with businesses, academic 
bodies, councils and the public sector to 
drive economic development across the 
county. 

The new funding comes from two 
separate funds, the European Regional 


Development and the European Social Fund. 

Such European funding was previously 
channelled on a regional basis through the 
South East England Development Agency, 
which has been scrapped. 

OLEP spokesman, Dawn Pettis, said: "No 
decisions have yet been taken. We are about 
to begin developing our strategy, to decide 
where the money should go." 

She said Oxfordshire County Council, the 
county's district councils, businesses and 
other partners would be involved in 
discussions in the coming weeks.

Now the council has teamed up with 
ACE Training of Kidlington to offer those 
who take part free 12-week courses in 
the skills they would need to carry out 
the work. 

ACE managing director Adam Marsh 
said: "The people are effectively earning 
their deposit - quite a sizeable deposit - 
and if they are involved from the outset, 
they are also going to have a say on how 
it is finished. 

"It really is building your own home." 

The courses, either in site carpentry or 
brickwork, run for 12 weeks, two days a 
week, and lead to an NVQ Diploma 
Level 1. 

Those taking part will also train for 
their Construction Skills Certification 
Scheme card, which would allow them 
to work on site.

Project we are 
able to get a lot more people 
skilled up and into their own 
home, it's a no-brainer." 

The scheme is open to anyone 
on the housing register who works, 
lives or studies within the district. 

No experience is necessary and 
applications from all ages, fitness 
abilities and backgrounds will be 
considered. 

It is part of the council's plan to 
create 250 new homes across the 
district by 2016.

■ THE number of Thames 
Valley Police traffic officers 
has dropped by 16 per cent 
over the last four years.

Hillary Hibbert-Biles, the county 
council’s public health chief, has 
pledged to fit more exercise into her 
own working week. 

She said: “It can be all too easy to 
let children spend a bit too much time 
on the sofa over the summer. 


“While it’s great to relax after a long 
school year, it’s also important to 
make sure we all stay active during 
the holidays.” 

The 11 children’s centres taking part 
in the drive included the Ace 
Children’s Centre in Chipping Norton 
and Britannia Road in Banbury.

University and the poor 


FEWER than one in three of 
Oxfordshire's most vulnerable 
pupils ends up going to 
university, new statistics show. 

Only 28 per cent of county pupils 
eligible for free school meals - a key 
indicator of deprivation - went on to 
university in 2010, according to new 
figures from the Department for 
Education. 

That compares to 39 per cent of all 
Oxfordshire children and 46 per cent 
of children on free school meals 
nationally. 

Children in receipt of free school 
meals are, in general, thought to 
receive less support at home than

those from more affluent 
backgrounds, according to education 
experts, and typically come from 
families where there is no history of 
going to university. 

That means there is often a gap 
between their achievement and that 
of their peers. 

Melinda Tilley, the county 
councillor responsible for children, 
education and families, said: "We 
have been making a huge effort since 
then and I would be interested in 
what the latest figures are - although 


they probably won't be published 
until 2015. 

"It wasn't good, but neither when I 
took over was Key Stage 1, Key Stage 
2 or Key Stage 4. 

"We need to get those figures up 
considerably, and I think it is 
changing." 

Few figures were published for 
individual schools, as the numbers 
involved were so small. 

Education expert and county 
councillor Prof John Howson said he 
believed the figures reflected 
underachievement from very early on 
in the education system. 

He said: "I am shocked and 


disappointed the figures are so poor. 

"I really want to challenge these 
parents to stand up for the best 
quality education for their children 
and to make sure they also play their 
part. 

"We know, in some cases, these 
children have high rates of absence 
and are more likely to be excluded 
and are not participating in the 
education system. 

"What is most worrying is that 
these are the kids who have gone 
through the barrier at age 1 6, when 
they could have left education. They 
had clearly wanted to make use of 
the facilities available to them."

Meet the new 


THESE are the watchdogs who will 
hold the county's health and social 
care services to account. 

The Healthwatch Oxfordshire board 
aims to be the "consumer's champion" 
and has the power to demand answers 
from Oxfordshire's health and social 
care bosses. 

Seven members of the board were 
announced last week, with another two 
due to be announced soon. 

The new board includes a former 
Oxfordshire County Council deputy 
leader and members of Healthwatch's 
predecessor, Oxfordshire LINk. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire director 
Rosalind Pearce said: "This means that 
we are up and running properly now. 

"The majority of the staff has been in 
place since the beginning of July and 
now the board can start working out 
what our priorities are going to be. 

"The role of the board is to be a 
strategic body, which leads Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire in its actions, and to be the 
consumer champion for the people of 
Oxfordshire." 

Earlier this year, the Oxfordshire 
Rural Community Council charity put 
together a group of 900 county 
residents to nominate and elect the 
board members. 

The board represents patients and 
will be launching a consultation survey 
later this year to find out what people 
want from their health and social 
services. 

Mrs Pearce said: "They will be an

active board. They will be out there 
meeting people and attending meetings. 
The chairman will have a seat on the 
Health and Wellbeing Board. 

"In the next two or three months we 
will have a clear idea of what our 
priorities are and who we want to 
engage with in a formal way. 

"But we need to get the views of the 
population of Oxfordshire, so that the 
board is not speaking from their 
perspective but from the public's." 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire should have 
been fully set up as the GP-led Clinical 
Commissioning Groups took over 
buying health services on April 1. 

The delays have been blamed on 
slow decision-making by the county 
council, which put the £320,000-a-year 
contract out to tender, but then said that 
none of the original bidders had been 
"suitable". The ORCC won an interim 
contract, to run the organisation for one 
year on March 31. 

Healthwatch's predecessor, 
Oxfordshire LINk, carried out surveys, 
including what patients thought of 
hospital food, and championed patients' 
rights since it was launched in 2008. 

The organisation, along with Primary 
Care Trusts, was disbanded earlier this 
year.

I t's "Hi-ho, Silver. Away!" for Gore 
Verbinski and Johnny Depp, 
director and Oscar nominated 
star of the Pirates Of The Caribbean 
saga, who reunite for this rootin' 
tootin' reinvention of the masked 
avenger. 

The Lone Ranger began life as a 
radio series in the early 1930s and 
captured the imagination of 
listeners across America. 

The title character, who rode the

A framing device set in 1933 San 
Francisco confirms his star billing. A 
Native American mannequin (Depp) 
magically comes to life in order to 
recount the story of the Lone 
Ranger to a wide-eyed boy (Mason 
Cook). 

In hazy flashback, we join 
handsome lawyer John Reid (Armie 
Hammer) in 1869 Texas as he 
travels on the newly-constructed 
railroad controlled by Latham Cole 
(Tom Wilkinson). 

Soon after, John is reunited with 
his brother, Texas Ranger Dan Reid 
Games Badge Dale), and pretty 
sister-in-law Rebecca (Ruth Wilson). 

When outlaw Butch Cavendish 
(William Fichtner) escapes custody, 
Dan leads the search party and he 
reluctantly deputises John so they 
can spend quality time together.

IMAGINE the fuss if you went out 
to buy a five-door family 
hatchback and came back with an 
Alfa Romeo? 

Surely Alfas are for petrol heads? 
People who place style, 
performance and handling above 
the more commonplace cares of 
space, practicality and economy, 
and who like driving a little too 
quickly. 

Good news. With the elegant 
Giulietta you can have the best of 
all possible worlds. Especially when 
that Giulietta is powered by Alfa's 
latest 2.0-litre diesel engine. 

If you associate diesel with dull 
then think again. The awkwardly- 
named 2.0 JTDM-2 140 is an ideal 
engine for both company car 
drivers and private buyers looking 
for low fuel consumption and low 
running costs combined with 
driving comfort for long trips. 

Quiet and refined, the 140 
horsepower version engine delivers 
loads of pulling power from low in 
the rev range, while cruising 
effortlessly at motorway speeds. 

But the Giulietta was not made 
for long straight roads.
